Federal troops 
and United States Marshals word em- 
ployed to raise the boycott of the 
Pullman cars, and men who in any way 
interfered with the running of tho^e 
cars were prosecuted in the United 
States Courts. As tho laws are sup- 
posed to be enacted for tho protectiou 
of the rich and the poor those entrusted 
with their execution should not dis- 
criminate unjustly in favor of tho rich. 
If it was treason acainst the United 
States Government for railroad em- 
ployes to boycott Pullman cars, should 
it not be a criminal offense for the 
General Managers Association to boy- 
cott railroad employes and deprive 
them of the means of making au honest 
living ? The belief that the laws are 
not ministered impartially and that 
powerful corporations are permitted to 
do without danger of being molested 
by the authorities things for which the 
employes of those corporations would 
be consigned to tho penitentiary, has a 
tendency to make anarchists of men.
